An adjournment wil! be taken then for about 
two weeks to allow the federal authorities, 
both here and in Washington, time to go over 
the evidence and decide what indictments, 
if any, should be submitted to the grand jury 
for action.

ASK WAREHOUSE SUPERVISION. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 25.—Federal super- 
vision of cold storage warehouses is to be 
asked. of congress by the American Ware- 
hougemen's association, which met here to- 
night to take action to meet the flood of agita- 
tion throughout the nation, relating to the 
food storage question. 

The association adopted resolutions urging 
national legislation and supervision, based 
upon adequate investigation by federal au- 
thorities as to its effect on prices of food 
productg and the public health. and which 
would safeguard the interests of the public in 
an intelligent and logical manner. 

Such action, the warehousemen . voted, 
would have the codperation of cold storage 
men throughout the cougtry. The fesolutions 
contained a clause averfing that careless 
or conflicting legislation on the part ot state 
or city can work much injury, not only tothe 
Warehousemen but to every one cor 
in any way with the production, sale, or con- 

sumption of amy perishable food whieh ‘imate 
be stored,”

SEES A CHANGE COMING. 


Fears It Will Not Be a Movement. of 
Conservative Men.

Washington, D. C., Feb. .- Samuel Gom- 
pers, president of the American Federation 
of Labor, told Attorney General Wicker- 
sham today that if the present Ameridan 
workers’ movement, which he said is con- 
structive and conservative in character, is 
outiawed and crushed out of existence by un- 
favorable legislation and court decisions, it 
will be followed by another movement which 
scarcely will be constructive or conservative. 
For two hours Mr. Gompers and Mr. Wicker- 
sham discussed legislation affecting labor. 

Opposition was made by the labor leader 
to the Moon bill, now before the judiciary 
committee of the house, on the ground that 
it is a pro-injunction measure. He said it 
did not fulfill the Republican platform prom- 
ise on the injunctidn question; that the bill 
„would give statutory authority for the is- 
guance.of injunctions, whith is the thing 
that the American Federation of Labor has 
been fighting so vigorously.to prevent in the 
Buck's Stove and Range company case, the 
Danbury: hatters, and other similar cases. 


Would Give Courts Great Power. 

At the present time,“ said. Mr. Gompers, 
“there ie simply an assugiption of authority 
by the courts in the injunction cases, but if 
the Moon bill were passed there would be 
statutory. authority for these unfavorable 
court decisions.“ 
Mr. Gompers called to the attention of the 
attorney general the status of the labor or- 
ganigations of the country as a result of the 
decision in the hatters case, telling him that 
labor here should be dealt. with as fairly as it 


‘was in England as a result of the Taff-Vale 


decision against. the railroad employés, 
which was wiped out by. the trades dispute 
act, passed by parllament in 1906. 

“The relations between employer and em- 
ployé are personal, said Mr. Gompers. 
“ They cannot be property rights, unless the 
concept is held that there Is a vested right 
by the employer in the labor of workmen." 

Says Union Ie Not a Trust. 

Mr. Gompers discussed with the attorney 
general the principles of the Sherman anti- 
trust law, which law, in the hatters’ cage de- 
cision by the Supreme court of the United 
States, he said, had been given a construc- 
tion never intended by congress. 

“The labor union is not a trust, he as- 
serted. None of its achievements in be- 
half of its members and society at large can 
properly be confounded with the pernicious 
and selfish activities of the illegal trust.” 

Mine Operators Wish Conference.

Washington, D. C., Feb, 25-—{Special.j—In 
the course of an argument against the grant 
of an agricultural subsidy to George Wash- 
ington university before the house commit- 
tee on agriculture today President Hamund 
Janes James dt the University of Ion 
questioned the propriety of Associate Su- 
preme Court Justice Harian in seeking to in- 
fluence the action of members of congress 
on this proposed legisiation. 

He thought it improper for 4 jurist, while 
on the pay roll of the university, to appear 
in its behalf before a committee of con- 
gress, many of whose members practice in 
the Supreme court. 

Dr. Richard D. Harlan, son of Justice Har- 
lan, and connected with George Washing- 
ton university, was present and replied 
briefly to President James. 

“I will not make any comment about the 
remarks made by Dr. James about my hon- 
orable father,“ said Dr. Harlan. But 1 do 
not think that, at the close of his fe, when 
he is approaching four score years, the peo- 
ple of Washington have any idea thet his 
words have any meaning other than that 
they urge the doing cf an act of elmple jus- 
tice to the District of Columbia. 

Mr James presented arguments on behalf 
of the Association of State ‘Universities 
against the giving of government aid to pri- 
vate institutiens under the Morriliest. Rich- 
ard Harlan argued that there were ample 
precedents for the proposed action: The 
prospect is that the bill to aid George Wash- 
ington university will pass co |

that it failed to comply with certain legal

and Justice Wright entered into the discus- 
sion.

Bier DBPOSES TIBET’S POPE 


Imperial Order Issued at Peking 
Against * Lama. 


I8 ACOUSED OF INTRIGUES. 


China’s Official Statement Explains 
Flight from Lassa. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. | 
PEKING, Feb. 25.—An imperial edict hes 
been issued deposing the dalai lama, who 
recently fled from Laséa to India, who, the 


. edict. declares, was one of the worst lamas 


Tibet ever had. It adds that he was guilty 
of intrigues amd evasion of tribute. China 
is preparing for the election of his successor. 
The Chinese government is greatly annoyed 


by the @alal lama’s flight, which is regarded 


as likely to cause serious trouble in Tibet. 
The official statement issued here says: 

“The dalai lama, upon his arrival at 
Lassa from Peking, circulated, with the 
object of organising a general revolt, these 
rumors: First, that China intended to exter- 
minate lamaism, and, second, that British 
trade in effect was injuring Tibet. The dalai 
lama then took measures to thwart this 
trade, whereupon China became alarmed 
and ordered 2,000 troops to go to Lassa 
with the object of preserving the peace and 
affording protection. 


China’s Protest.in Vain. 

“ When the dalai lama learned of the above 
the Peking government ordered the Chinese 
resident to reason with the dalai lama, who 
refused to listen and on the 12th secretly 
left Lessa with his followers. The resi- 


dent searched ineffectively, whereupon China“ 


deposed the dalai lama, ordered the Tibetans 
to elect his successor, and issued a decree 
ordering the protection of lamaism and the 
strict observance of the existing treaties with 
foreign powers concerning Tibet, 
purpose of preserving the status quo.’ 
The edict degrading the dalai lama to the 
‘status of a common subject is throughout a 
severe arraignment, and among the terms 


applied to him is that of an ungrateful, : 


irreligious, obstreperous profligate, who is 
eo is unacceptable to the 
Tibetans and accordingly an unsuitable 
leader of the lamas. 


All Tibetans Chinese Subjects. 

The edict declares that all Tibetans are 
Chinese subjects, and they are ordered to 
obeys the law and preserve the peace. 

The government authorities are anxious 
because of the deposed dalai lame’s power 
to incite his co-religionists, and fear foreign 
complications. They severely blame and 
hold responsible the Chinese resident at 
Lassa, who probably ‘will be punished be- 
cause lot the dalai lama’s escape.

The name of Lady Cowley” is a familidr one in the 
London courts of law. It is today borne by no less than 
three different women. One of them is the mother of the 
present Lord Cowley, who not long before the death of 
her husband became involved fm a sult for slander, in 
which she was proved te have been the writer and sender 
of anonymous letters of a scurrilous characigr, and made 
so poor a showing that the present duke of Beaufort, 
between whom and herself a romantic attachment had 
etisted for years and who even acted ag her e&cort dur- 
ing the greater part of the trial, abandoned her, and in- 
stead of wedding her, as every one had expected he 
would do when the late Harl Cowley died, went off and 
married instead the widowed Baroness Carlo de Tuyll. 
The dowager Lady Cowley has likewise had a good deal 
of litigation with: money lenders, — the late Sam 
Lewis of unsavory memory.

Then there is the first wife of the present Lord Cow- 
ley~—namely? Lady Violet Nevill, daughter. of the mar- 
quis of Abergavenny, who obtained a divorce from the 
earl in 1897 and is remarried to R. B. Myddelton. Lord 
Cowley brought all sorts of legal proceedings against 
her in a vain attempt to prevent her, after her second 
marriage, from continuing to style herself Countess 
Cowley. But he was defeated at every turn, and it was 
made clear to him that although his former wife had 
forfeited her rights as @ peeress through her remarriage 
and could only appear at court or in any official docu- 
ment as Lady Violet Myddelton, yet that there was noth- 
ing to prevent her from using the title of Countess Cow- 
ley in society. The litigation about the matter attracted 
widespread attention, not only at home but also abroad, 

And now English society is once more being treated 
to a Cowley divorce, with the former Millicent Wilson 
and ex-Lady Hartopp in the role formerly occupied there 
by Lord Abergavenny’s daughter. Once the divorce is 
granted Ahere will be nothing to prevent Lord Cowley 
from marrying again and furnishing to the British titled 
classes yet. another Countess Cowléy. He has a son and 
heir by his first marriage, who is now 20 years of age, 
bears the title of Viscount Dangan, and has been brought 
up entirely by his mother. Lord Cowley has also a son 
by the marriage now about to de dissolved, a boy of 
about 3 years old, who bears the name of the Hon. Vale- 
rian Wellesley and who will probably be assigned by the 
court to the care of his mother, who,- fortunately for 
herself, has inherited from her father an an independent

If an unstable peace pact 
has been achieved between the factions in 
Nicaragua by the time this reaches the read- 
er the Americans of N will be a 
crestfallen lot, bravely trying to hide their 
chagrin in public, while among themselves 
in terms of bitterness they will criticise 
their own government. 


Anxious for Intervention, bu. 


We can't say anything because we have 
our interests here.“ is the way they explain 
matters to men in whom they have confi- 
dence. ‘ All of us would go down upon our 
knees for intervention if we were sure we 
would get it, but if we should chance not to 
get it, the Nicaraguan government would 
manage to make us pay dearly for our pains. 
We'd be smiled upon in front while being 
kicked in the back. 

We know Nicaragua too well to mix up 
in any intervention proposition openly while 
our interests are here. In fact, it is up to 
us to paddle along with the natives, tenta- 
tively agreeing to whatever they may say, 
and keeping our own mouths shut on the 


subject of intervention. Sometimes we are 


driven inte saying that ‘nobody down here 
wants intervention,’ while knowing as we 
that any peace pact made will be only a 
of ral American buncombe good 
for a year or less, while the respective forces 
an be organized. We do not believe in the 
possibility of the natives making any last- 
ing peace for themselves. Each side wants 
the biggest slice of spoils and both slices of 
spoils cannot be the biggest. Anything like 
an equal division will not go in Nicaragua.” 
The American who said the foregoing was 
a level headed one without any foolishness 
about him. Like other Americans, he wes 
looking forward to some kind of a peace 
bargain to be followed by variegated festi- 
vals of congratulation after the Latin fash- 
ion, and, ultimately, within a year or so, 
war again. In taking this view he was not 
overlooking the chance that the current 
peace talk was only being used as a blind, 
while both sides to the war were girding up 
their: loins for sanguimary conflict. A joy- 
ous country for the disturber is this country 
of Nicaragua. 


Americans Have Concessions. 

It is estimated that the American interests 
in Nicaragua amount to about $3,500,000 in- 
vested capital. The American interests 
mainly are based upon monopolistic conces- 
sions gained through Gen. Zelaya. 

About one-third of the American interest 
in Nicaragua is estimated to be in the Centra! 
American Commercial company, bankers and 
commission merchants, the business of 
which is chiefly tn the Pacific coast side of 
the country. The company operates an up 
to @ate electric light and ice plant in Mana- 
gua, and has branch offices in New Tork and 
New Orleans. 

The Bluefields Steamship company, fre- 
quently asserted in Nicaragua to be subsi- 
diary to the great United Fruit company, 
which has gobbled the banana business of the 
Caribbean coast, is the biggest factor upon 
the Atlantic side of Nicaragua. Under Ze- 
laya its ships enjoyed the exclusive naviga- 
don of the Escondido, or Bluefields, river. 
Upon this river are about 400 planters— 
mostly gners, including Jamaicans— 
who found themselves bound to sell their 
products at what was supposed to be a fixed 
price by contract with the Zelayan govern- 


ment. 
The price fell at one time as low as 15 cents 
a bunch. It was low enough last spring to 
cause the planters to go upon a strike against 
the Bluefields Steamship company and con- 
clude to throw their bananas into the river 
rather than sell them to the company, An 
Italian company which previously had done 
business on the river was forced out of busi- 
ness and ito the hands of a receiver. The 
planters asserted that tney would be ruined 
were they to continue selling bapanas at the 
prices offered.

"Ons of the pitiful features of this country 
is the lack of attention to natural advan- 
tages. Cacao, the tree from which comes the 
beans from which chocolate is made, is indig- 
enous to the country. It is a valuable crop, 
yet there are no extensive plantations of 
cacao. Rubber trees grow wild. There is 
almost no scientific handling of them. Leroy 
Cannon, one of the Americans whose execu- 
tion provoked the ousting of Zelaya by the 
United States, onte was in the business of 
trading liquor to the Indians of northeastern 
Nicaragua for rubber. He was ousted by a 
Zelayan monopoly. The government said 
that the business he was carrying on was 
megel in Nicaragua. The Indians injure the 
value of much of the rubber by curing it in 

a primitive fashion, inferior to the methods 
in use in Brazil and other rubber producing 
countries of South America. 


Could Sanitate Nicaragua. 

Americans have proved the possibility of 
raising practically everything in Nicaragua 
in the way of vegetables that can be grown 
in the United States. Nevertheless, the Nice- 
raguans remain unenthusiastic in the grow- 
ing of anything that can be had in cans from 
other countries. 

If Americans had half a chance, they could 
sanitate the cities of Nicaragua with ease. 
As it is, the composite quotation öf Amer- 
icans in Nicaragua on the subject of fever is: 

„ Anybody who stays long in Nicaragua is 
bound te have one hard sickness, in which it 
will be nip and tuck for his life. If he passes 
the first five or six days safely, he will re- 
cuperate in the course of six months or so. 
After that, all he will get will de touches 
of fever. We don't ordindrily catalogue ma- 
laria among the ills of the country, because 
we consider it to be inevitable in the tropics. 
It is a wonder that there is not more yellow 
fever here than there is, because every mos- 
quito in the Leon district is a carrier of the 
getms. One theory of scientific men is that 
the constent malaria creates a toxin in the 
blood which repels yellow fever to an extent.“ 

Americans are conspicuous in the mining 
interests of the country. The soil of Nica- 
ragua holds much gold, but mining opera- 
tions are difficult. When Zelaya was presi- 
dent he encouraged mining above all other 
industries. He would rob the coffee planta- 
tions of workmen to recruit his army, but 
the mines he would leave alone. 

An American who ought to know estimates 
that out of 49,200 square miles of area as 
much as 38,000 square miles remains unculti- 
vated. The population officially is estimated 
at 420,000) but probably is less than that 
number.
